Poillon: “We are now all moved and as soon as Dunscombe gets the books on the shelves we will be 

settled; I have decided not to purchase the Hindostan coins left by Major Tiddal.” [May 3] 

* Poillon: So far he has spent $24.38 out of the Curator’s Fund [June 7] 

* Poillon: “I have at last entered up the Valentine collection. There were 2,880 coins & medals, etc. 
This brings the donations this year to about 4,000. I am trying to break the record.” [July 12] 

* Belden: Subscriptions to Mrs. Groh’s life membership; Bill for printing the 1906 Proceedings [Jul. 
16] 

* Poillon: Pryer’s own donation of coins is lacking an inscription he can read. It is “all Greek” to him. 
[Nov. 15] 

* Poillon: ANS Curator’s acknowledgment and description of Pryer’s donation of [mostly] Indian 
coins [Nov. 15] 

* Belden: “Mr. Huntington gave us another $50 gold piece [at the meeting] last night.” [Nov. 20] 

* Belden: “I am very glad [Virgil M. Brand] is a life member, for he is a great collector.” [Dec. 15]

A committee, appointed at the regular meeting of this Society, November 20, 1905, to revise the 
Constitution and By-Laws, has presented a report containing a number of amendnients which involve 
the following changes: 


CONSTITUTION. 


1. The term “Active Member” to be changed to “Annual Member.” 


2. The provision which reads, “Any person residing in the United States shall be eligible to Ac- 
tive Membership,” to be changed to “Any person of proper standing shall be eligible to membership.” 


3. The Executive Committee to be changed to the Board of Managers, and to be enlarged by the 
addition of three members. 


4. The provision regarding the life membership fee to be transferred from Article IV of the 
Constitution to Chapter III of the By-Laws. 


5. The following requirements to be added to the provision for amending the Constitution: 
Amendments must be submitted at a previous regular meeting, approved by the Board of Managers, and 
all members notified before action can be taken. 


BY-LAWS. 


6. The custody of the Seal of the Society to be transferred from the Curator to the Recording 
Secretary. 


_7.. The paragraph which reads, “No communication, bearing the official signature of any officer 
of this Society, shall contain or be inclosed with any private or personal matter,” to be stricken out, as 
unnecessary. 


8. The Board of Managers to be given power to act on all resignations and deal with delinquent 
members. 


g. The following new section to be added: “Honorary and Corresponding Memb 
all the privileges of the Society except the right to vote and hold office.” ‘ ato 


10. The contribution required from Patrons to be increased from $250 to $500. 


11. The number of members constituting a quorum at mectings of the Society to be increased from 
seven to nine. 


12. Several changes in the order of business for regular meetings.
